Most  of  the  settlers  in  Nottingham  West 
(Hudson)  were  Orthodox  or  Congregationalists 
but  many  Londonderry  Presbyterians  became  in¬ 
habitants*  Disputes  arose  over  Presbyterians 
being  taxed  to  pay  the  minister’s  salary.  At 
meeting,  7  July  1749,  voted  to  release  (five 
persons  named)  ’’who  are  profest  Churchmen” 
from  paying  their  Town  and  Minister’s  rates.

(eldest)  child  b.  1728.  (Per  Charles  H. 
Batchelder,  Esq.  3-31-39.) 

In  1773  the  Town  voted  to  build  a  church 
on  the  east  side  of  the  Province  Road,  south 
of  Joseph  Hix’s  100  acre  lot  and  30  pounds  was 
voted.  Nothing  done  until  1790.  ’’This”  build¬ 
ing  stood  in  the  grave-yard  by  Squam  Bridge 
close  to  the  road.  Fowle  came  about  1786  and 
was  elected  by  the  town  to  be  minister  on 
4  Sept.  1788;  ordained  as  Deacon,  17  Dec.  1789 
and  as  Priest,  29  June  1791.  He  died  16  Oct. 
1847,  aged  81,  and  the  ’’East”  Church,  ’’long  in 
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Page  12  continued 

sad  disrepair,  fell  down  that  same  year."  The 
other  church  (now  standing)  was  built  by  Judge 
Livermore  on  his  land.  The  church. was  a  fail¬ 
ure,  just  as  St,  Peter*s,  built  in  1S8S,  is. 
Shepard  Hill  lldis covered11  in  1869*  Asquam 
House  opened  in  1880,  First  cottage  built  in 
1870  by  Prof.  W.  A.  Norton  of  New  Haven.  (From 
,TIn  The  Beauty  of  Holderness”  by  George  Hodges 
at  the  consecration  of  St.  Peter!s  In  The 
Mount,  19  Aug.  1903. ) 

Hodges  1  note  is  ambiguous .  Hix 1  lot  was 
on  the  South  side  of  Hix  Hill.  No  church  ever 
was  built  there. 

The  custom  of  giving  individual  middle 
names  was  almost  unknown  in  early  days.  The 
first  instance  in  Hudson  was  in  1733;  usually 
giving  the  child  for  its  middle  name  the  moth¬ 
er^  surname.  In  1800  there  were  but  7  double 
names;  in  1830,  27  out  of  280.  (History  of 
Hudson,  1913,  by  Kimball  Webster.)

Charles  Cox  owned  Lot  4  (the  School  House  Lot) 
and  John  Cox,  his  son,  owned  Lot  3,  next  north, 
where  the  "Brick  House”  now  stands.  The  east¬ 
erly  end  of  the  road  (lay  out)  has  long  since 
fallen  into  disuse  but  can  be  traced.  It  can  be 
traveled  (1940)  from  its  westerly  end  to  an  old 
house  now  occupied  as  a  summer  residence  by  one 
Scott.  Beyond  there  all  buildings  have  disap¬ 
peared  but  the  stone  walls  still  stand. 

It  is  significant  that  in  this  lay  out 
Charles  Cox  is  described  as  ”2d”.  Charles^  Cox, 
son  of  Joseph,  (p.  31 )  did  not  die  until  1815, 
and  John^  Cox,  son  of  Charles^,  (Edward^)  pur¬ 
chased  Lot  3  in  1798.  (p.  83.)

At  the  top  of  page  112  in  the  original  text, 
in  relation  to  Joseph*  Randall,  it  is  stated; 

11  Joseph  probably  did  not  go  to  Vermont.11  In  con¬ 
nection  with  the  statement  of  Frank  D.?  Randall 
to  the  effect  that  he  did,  (see  page  109)  it 
should  have  appeared  that  he  said  he  was  told 
this  by  his  father,  John^,  born  19  Mar.  1796; 
died  29  Apr.  1875.  (My  original  notes  so  have  it.) 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Joseph^  Randall  who 
married  Martha  Hill  did  go  to  Vermont.  The  wri¬ 
ter  now  (Jan.  1957)  inclines  to  the  conclusion 
that  his  father,  Joseph^,  also  went  there  but 
that  when  and  how  long  he  remained  are  still 
open  questions. 

Starksboro,  Vermont,  was  granted  in  1780  and 
the  first  settlement  was  made  in  1788.  Samuel 
Hill  is  said  to  have  come  there  from  Barns tead 
in  1805.  (Hist.  Addison  County,  Vt.  by  Smith, 

1886. ) 

As  late  as  28  Dec.  1812,  Joseph^  Randall  of 
Barrington  conveyed  land  in  or  about  Durham,  ti¬ 
tle  to  which  he  derived  through  his  aunt,  and  in 
1807,  School  District  No.  15  in  Barrington  was 
defined  as  beginning  "at  ...  up  the  Province  Road 
to  Barns tead  Line,  taking  in  ...  Joseph  Randal  ... 
•M  His  name  is  the  next  to  the  last  one  listed. 
Evidently  at  that  time  our  Joseph^  lived  in  Bar¬ 
rington  close  to  the  Barns tead  line,  (see 
page  112)  He  may  have  lived  in  Barns tead  although 
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Page  112  continued 

no  certain  record  that  he  did  has  been  found. 

Dr.  F.  D.  Randall’s  manuscript  has  it  that  some 
of  his  children  were  born  ”in  Lee  or  Barnstead”; 
”in  Lee”  and  ”in  Barnstead.”  (see  page  113) 

The  chronology  of  these  births,  if  given  cor¬ 
rectly,  indicates  that  Joseph’s  first  wife,  at 
least,  must  have  shuttled  more  or  less  between 
Lee  and  Barnstead. 

In  the  U.  S.  Census  of  1830,  Bradbury  C. 
Randel,  son  of  Joseph^,  is  listed  as  living  in 
Barnstead,  and  when  Joseph’s  youngest  son, 

Thomas  B.,  bom  7  Feb.  1807  in  Lee,  was  mar¬ 
ried  on  6  Dec.  1835,  his  residence  in  the  mar¬ 
riage  record  was  given  as  Pittsfield,  a  town 
adjoining  Barnstead.  Thomas’  mother,  Lydia 
(Avery)  Randall,  a  widow  in  1839,  conveyed 
land  in  that  year,  the  land  being  in  Deerfield, 
died  6  Dec.  1845  and  is  buried  in  the  old  cem¬ 
etery  in  Pittsfield;  beside  her  are  two  un¬ 
marked  gravestones,  (see  page  110) 

Joseph^  Randall  was  married  twice;  (l) 
in  June  1785;  (2)  24  Aug.  1801  in  Lee.  (see 
page  109)  No  record  of  his  birth  or  death 
has  been  found.  Dr.  Randall’s  manuscript 
has,  ”b.  in  Lee  abt.  1760;  d.  abt.  1830.” 

(see  pages  108-109)  His  case  is  one  of  the 
few  in  the  line  where  more  definite  data  is 
not  available. 

No  record  has  been  found  of  the  death  of 
Anna  Langley,  his  first  wife.  Her  last  child 
Joseph^,  was  born  1  July  1800  and  his  father 
married  Lydia  Avery  on  24  Aug.  1801,  at  which 
time  the  children  of  his  first  wife  were 
James,  aged  fourteen;  John,  aged  about 
twelve;  Lois,  aged  about  nine;  Keziah,  aged 
about  six;  Bradbury  C.,  aged  three  and  Joseph, 
aged  one.  The  first  child  of  the  second  mar¬ 
riage,  Simon,  died  in  infancy  and  the  second.

Thomas  B.,  was  born  7  Feb,  1807.  It  is  reasonable 
to  assume  that  these  children  by  the  first  wife 
acquired  what  must  have  been  to  them  a  second  moth¬ 
er  in  the  person  of  Lydia  Avery, 

Reference  to  the  dates  and  places  of  birth 
of  the  children  of  these  children  as  well  as  the 
1830  Census  record  of  Bradbury  C.  tends  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  the  several  members  of  the  family  con¬ 
tinued  to  make  Barnstead  and  its  vicinity  their 
homes  for  several  years  after  the  second  marriage, 
one  to  as  late  as  1836.  But  they  began  to  scatter, 
Lois,  perhaps  soon  after  1813  when  she  married  John 
Hill,  James  in  1819  when  he  went  to  Center  Harbor, 
John,  before  Oct,  1824  when  a  son  of  his  was  born 
in  Berlin,  Vt*,  Keziah,  who  married  Benjamin  Jack- 
son  in  Starksboro,  Vt«,  about  1824>  judging  by  the 
date  of  birth  of  her  first  child;  Bradbury  C.  per¬ 
haps  not  until  after  June  1836;  Joseph,  before  he 
bought  land  in  Starksboro,  Vt.  in  1827  and  Thomas 
B.  before  he  bought  land  there  in  1831. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  assume  that  Joseph^, 
who  seems  to  have  disposed  of  any  land  that  he 
owned  in  New  Hampshire  as  early  as  1812,  followed 
the  principal  exodus  which  was  to  Starksboro,  Vt. 

The  writer  visited  Vermont  in  August  1956 
and  in  addition  to  receiving  valuable  corrections 
relative  to  some  of  the  data  contained  in  the  ori¬ 
ginal  text,  was  told  many  things  which  bear  upon 
the  question  whether  Joseph^  did  go  to  Vermont, 
all  of  which  seem  to  warrant  being  set  down  as  a 
part  of  the  family  record. 

First  it  may  be  said  that  Joseph^  seems  to 
have  been  something  of  a  wanderer  as  were  most 
of  his  children.  And  it  would  seem  that  Joseph’s 
second  wife,  who  was  the  mother  of  Thomas  B.,  if 
she  did  go  to  Vermont,  may  have  returned  to  Barn- 
stead  or  Pittsfield,  either  with  or  without  her 
son,  possibly  after  the  death  of  his  father,  or 
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Page  112  continued 

that  both  she  and  her  husband  returned  before  his 
death  and  that  he  may  be  buried  beside  her  in  one 
of  the  unmarked  graves  in  the  old  Pittsfield  cem¬ 
etery.  Apart  from  this  last  possibility  nothing 
has  been  found  to  identify  the  occupants  indicated 
by  the  two  unmarked  stones  there. 

Mrs.  Roy  B.  Cleveland  (Hazel  Emma  Brewster) 

of  Huntington  Center,  Vt.  (see  page  117)  told 
the  writer  in  August  1956  that  her  grandfather, 
Samuel  J.  Randall,  (see  page  117)  who  also  lived 
in  Huntington  Center,  was  born  in  a  log  cabin  in 
Hillsboro  (Starksboro,  Vt.)  and  that  she  had  been 
there  with  him  when  she  was  a  girl;  that  she  felt 
certain  that  some  of  her  great,  great  grandfather’s 
(Joseph^)  family  were  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  at 
Hillsboro.  Later,  Mrs.  Cleveland  and  her  son, 
Richard  L.,  went  to  this  old  cemetery  and  reported 
the  following: 

Wm.  W.  Randall  died  Feb.  16,  1859 
age  24  yr. 

Estella  W.  daughter  of  W.  W.  and 
M.  J.  Randall  Died  Aug.  26,  1859 
age  2  yr.  6  mo. 

Harrison  C.  Son  of  Joseph  and  Martha 
(Randall)  died  July  15,  1843,  age 
2  yr.  5  mo. 

Two  foot  markers  between  Wm.  W.  Randall 
grave  and  that  of  Harrison:  no  names 
on  these  markers:  another  space  between 
Estella  and  Wm.  W.  Randall:  no  marker 
there , 

William  W.  and  Harrison  C.  were  sons  of  Joseph^ 
and  Martha  (Hill)  Randall.  Estella  W.  was  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  William  W.  Randall. 

Mrs.  Herbert  R.  Phelps,  born  26  Sept.  1875, 
(Jennie  G.  Fuller,  see  page  118)  the  daughter  of 
Sarah  Ann  (Randall)  and  Josiah  G.  Fuller,  is  the 
granddaughter  of  Joseph^*  and  Martha  (Hill)  Randall. 
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Page  112  continued 

She  lives  in  Richmond,  Vt.  She  told  the  writer 
in  August  1956  of  the  Randalls  living  in  Hills¬ 
boro,  first  in  a  log  cabin  of  which  she  has  a 
water  color  picture  that  was  copied  from  a  photo¬ 
graph:  that  her  mother  was  born  in  this  cabin  as 
was  her  uncle,  Samuel  J.  Randall:  that  she  thought 
her  great  grandfather,  Joseph^  Randall  and  his 
wife  (who  would  have  to  be  Lydia  Avery)  lived  in 
Hillsboro,  coming  there  on  horseback  from  New 
Hampshire  and  settling  in  the  log  cabin:  (note 
the  story  of  Frank  D.7  Randall  on  page  109  of  the 
original  text):  that  she  had  been  told  of  a  wife 
(she  did  not  remember  who)  being  sick  in  that  log 
cabin  with  her  bed  so  placed  in  a  "nitch"  in  the 
cabin  wall  that  she  could  be  the  more  easily  cared 
for  and  of  her  husband  rocking  her  back  and  forth 
in  his  arms :  that  her  grandfather,  Joseph^  Randall 
built  a  house  in  Hillsboro  opposite  the  log  cabin: 
that  he  sold  the  farm  there  which  was  "quite  a  good 
one”  and  later  had  a  house  with  an  acre  or  so  of 
land  in  Huntington  Center:  that  he  lived  at  one 
time  with  the  Shat  tucks  in  South  Starksboro,  (his 
daughter,  Alvinia  A,  married  Eleazer  Shattuck, 
see  page  117) 

Mrs.  Phelps  wrote  on  10  Sept.  1956  that  she 
had  a  memorandum  which  stated  that  Keziah  Randall 
(daughter  of  Joseph^)  married  Benjamin  Jackson, 
and  that  it  contained  the  names  of  Keziah's  sis¬ 
ters  and  brothers,  or  "at  least  some  of  them”,  one 
being  Lois  who  married  John  Hill:  also  some  of  the 
brothers  of  these  "girls"  whose  names  were  James, 
John,  Bradbury  C.  and  Joseph:  that  the  William 
Randall  who  is  buried  in  Hillsboro,  "was  the  broth¬ 
er  of  my  mother  and  he  was  the  eldest  son  of  my 
grandfather  Joseph." 

Mrs.  Phelps  also  gave  the  writer  some  valu¬ 
able  corrections  and  additions  to  the  data  appear¬ 
ing  on  pages  113,  117  and  118  of  the  original  text 
which  have  been  entered  hereinafter,  among  them 
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Page  112  continued 

that  the  Jacksons  had  three  children;  1,  Mary, 
who  married  a  Cadwell  (Caldwell?)  of  Lincoln,  Vt. 

2.  Henry.  3.  William  of  Roland,  Michigan:  that 
Lois  Randall  who  married  John  Hill,  had  children; 

1.  Rev.  John  True.  2.  Pauline,  who  married  a  Lamb 
and  lived  in  Bristol,  Vt. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  in  addition  to 
Joseph^,  his  brother,  John,  and  his  two  sisters, 
Lois  and  Keziah,  went  to  Vermont  and  that  all  of 
them  except  John  went  to  Starksboro.  Lois  was 
married  by  Rev.  John  Osborne  of  Lee.  It  will  ap¬ 
pear  later  that  another  son,  Thomas  B.,  also  went 
to  Vermont. 

Mrs.  Phelps  also  said  that  her  mother,  who 
was  born  in  1845,  had  told  her  that  when  she  was 
a  small  girl  and  the  land  around  the  log  cabin  was 
being  cleared,  the  men  would  have  her  and  the  oth¬ 
ers  leave  the  cabin  for  fear  that  the  falling  trees 
might  hit  it. 

There  is  no  available  date  of  the  marriage  of 
Keziah  Randall  to  Benjamin  Jackson  and  the  Randall 
descendants  in  Vermont  who  have  been  seen  know 
nothing  about  Thomas  B.  Randall,  the  son  of 
Joseph*  by  his  second  wife. 

In  this  connection,  reference  is  made  to  the 
statement  by  way  of  a  quotation  in  the  original 
text  on  page  110  that  "Thomas  B.  Randall  was  born 
in  Vermont  ...  ."  As  noted  there,  the  complete 
quotation  is  largely  erroneous  but  is  mentioned 
here  merely  as  indicating  that  someone,  at  some 
time,  must  have  had  some  information  to  the  ef¬ 
fect  that  his  mother  was  in  Vermont  in  1807.  The 
records  are  conclusive  that  he  was  born  in  Lee. 

The  recitals  in  the  following  deeds  recorded 
with  the  Town  Clerk  of  Starksboro,  Vt.  are  of 
interest. 

On  May  28,  1827,  Joseph  Randall,  nof  Starks- 
boro,"  bought  130  acres  of  one  Crockett  which  he 
conveyed  on  Dec.  11,  1838.  He  also  bought  land 
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Page  112  continued 

in  Starksboro  on  Sept.  24,  1849  and  on  Sept.  20, 
1854,  both  of  which  parcels  he  sold,  one  in  1856^ 
the  other  in  1859.  In  the  deed  of  1856  he  re¬ 
served  the  spring  on  the  north  side  of  the  lot 
and  enough  timber  to  build  one  half  of  the  fence 
between  the  lot  sold  and  "my  farm.” 

There  is  no  mention  of  a  wife  in  any  of  his 
conveyance  which,  if  present,  might  distinguish 
him  from  any  other  Joseph,  but  if  the  date  of  his 
father !s  (Joseph^)  death,  "abt.  1830,"  is  correct 
then  the  fact  that  the  Crockett  land  was  not  con¬ 
veyed  until  1838,  seems  to  make  it  certain  that 
his  father  was  not  the  owner  of  the  Crockett  land 
The  Town  Clerk  reports  that  there  are  no  other 
deeds  on  record  either  to  or  from  any  Joseph  Ran¬ 
dall. 

It  already  appears  that  Joseph,  Keziah,  and 
Lois  Randall,  children  of  Joseph^  Randall  by  his 
first  wife,  Anna  Langley,  went  to  Starksboro. 
Other  deeds  seem  to  indicate  that  another  son, 
Thomas  B.  also  went  there. 

On  Mar.  5,  1831,  Thomas  B.  Randall,  "of 
Starksboro,"  bought  for  $62.00  a  fifty  acre  lot 
which  he,  as  "of  Starksboro"  sold  for  $100.00  on 
Dec.  14,  1831.  Ke,  "of  Starksboro"  also  bought 
other  land  from  one  Macf Leld  on  Mar.  14,  1833, 
the  price  being  stated  as  $220.00  but  when  on 
Feb.  16,  1835  he  sold  this  land  to  William  Hill 
for  the  stated  price  of  $200.00,  he  is  described 
as  "of  Pittsfield  in  the  County  of  Merrimack  and 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  Mechinist  (sic),"  and  he 
acknowledged  the  deed  in  Merrimack  County. 

But  on  Mar.  31,  1832,  according  to  a  deed 
recorded  in  Strafford  Colon ty,  New  Hampshire,  he, 
described  as  Thomas  B.  Randel  of  Pittsfield  in 
the  County  of  Merrimack  and  State  of  New  Hampshire 
"Blacksmith,"  bought  a  lot  of  land  in  Barns tead 
which  he  sold  on  May  23,  1836,  describing  himself 
as  Thomas  B.  Randall  of  Pittsfield,  "Blacksmith." 
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There  is  no  doubt  that  this  Thomas  B.  Randall 
was  a  son  of  Joseph^  and  a  half  brother  of  Joseph^ 

who  married  Martha  Hill  and  lived  in  Hillsboro, 
and  from  the  records  it  seems  certain  that  he  was 
living  in  Starksboro,  Vt.  as  early  as  March  1831, 
and  it  seems  equally  certain  that  in  March  1832 
he  was  living  in  Pittsfield,  and  this  latter  de¬ 
spite  his  description  in  the  Macfield  deed  dated 
Mar.  14,  1833  as  11  of  Starksboro.0 

The  date  of  his  father’s  death,  °abt.  1830,° 
may  seem  to  raise  the  questions  whether  he  went  to 
Starksboro  before  this  death  or  after.  He  was 
twenty-four  years  old  in  March  1831  when  he  made 
his  first  purchase  in  Starksboro;  he  was  described 
as  a  °Blacksmith,!  in  1832.  Evidently  he  then  was 
on  his  own.  On  the  whole  it  seems  more  likely 
that  he  may  have  gone  to  Starksboro  before  his 
father’s  death  and  that  he  left  soon  after. 

The  final  conclusion  as  to  his  father 
Joseph^,  is  that  he  did  go  to  Vermont,  probably 
to  Starksboro  but  that  where  he  died  remains  an 
unsolved  question.  j  1  S  )0  7 

If  anyone  ever  reads  what  is  here  written 
about  Joseph^  Randall,  he  or  she  well  may  won¬ 
der  what  sense  there  was  for  all  this  seemingly 
futile  search.  One  might  properly  inquire  as  to 
why  all  this  ado  about  the  man.  Apart  from  the 
genealogical  challenge  that  his  case  presents, 
there  are  other  reasons. 

Born  in  the  still  standing,  four  square, 
large  homestead  in  Lee,  his  name  appears  in 
various  public  connections  up  to  about  1786. 

He  acquired  a  ° home stead0  farm;  his  mother  con¬ 
veyed  to  him  one  hundred  acres  that  had  been 
left  to  her  by  her  father;  he  acquired  real 
estate  through  his  aunt;  he  owned  land  in  Bar¬ 
rington,  but  eventually  he  sold  all  of  his  real 
estate  holdings.

gether  with  the  "thought"  of  one  of  his  great 
granddaughters  that  he  and  his  wife  lived  in  Hills¬ 
boro,  Vt.  coining  there  on  horseback  from  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  and  settling  in  "the"  log  cabin. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  even  a  line  de¬ 
voted  to  him  in  the  many  family  Bibles ;  no  in¬ 
scribed  headstone,  either  standing  or  fallen,  has 
been  found  to  mark  his  burial  place;  no  reference 
to  him  appears  in  any  of  the  gossipy  letters  that 
passed  between  his  descendants;  and  the  children 
of  his  youngest  son,  Thomas  B.,  who,  it  is  true, 
died  in  1849,  when  they  were  very  young,  do  not 
appear  to  have  known  anything  about  him. 

And  so  the  search  has  gone  on  in  an  effort 
to  gain  some  clues  as  to  what  sort  of  a  man  he 
was ;  where  he  lived ;  what  his  life  of  seventy 
years  really  amounted  to;  what  should  fill  in  the 
blanks  in  the  record  of  his  last  twenty-five  or 
thirty  years. 

At  least  one  thing  can  be  said:  he  had  a 
long  line  of  descendants;  good  people  many  of 
whom  lived  on  and  off  the  land.  Of  course  he  is 
not  entitled  to  all  the  credit  for  this.  The 
husbands  and  wives  who  joined  the  Randall  Family 
must  be  reckoned  with. 

Perhaps,  when  all  is  said  and  done,  he  was 
not  one  who  was  exactly  cut  out  to  subdue  the 
wilderness  as  so  many  of  his  ancestors  and  con¬ 
temporaries  had  done,  although  he  may  have  tried; 
perhaps  he  got  more  pleasure  out  of  life  than  they
